Gentlemen,-  - 


It  is  my  annual  duty  and  pleasure  to  submit  my 
Heport  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of  the  Parish  of 
Staines  for  1895,  being  the  Urban  District  of  the  Staines 
Urban  District  Council. 

The  area  of  the  Parish  is  1,842  acres  of  land,  and 
74  acres  of  water. 


The  population  is  estimated  at  5.228. 

The  number  of  births  registered  is  150 — buys  87. 
girls  63. 

The  deaths  for  the  year  are  93,  including  4  Staines 
parishioners  dying  in  the  Workhouse,  .situate  in  the 
adjoining  parish  of  Stanwell. 

The  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  17 ’78. 

The  deaths  from  phthisis  were  7  ;  bronchitis, 
pneumonia  and  pleuiisy,  16;  heart  disease,  8;  from 
injuries,  4  ;  cancer,  6.

'J^he  notifications  of  infections  diseases  are  38  :  — 
viz.:  Scarlet  fever,  21;  entei-ic  fever,  9;  erysipelas,  6; 
diphtheria,  2. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  4  ;  from 
enteric  fever,  2  ;  and  scarlet  fever,  2. 

The  nuisances  inspected  and  abated  during  the  year 
wer'e  121. 

The  principal  causes  wer’e  houses  disinfected,  lime 
whited,  re-papered,  and  fiooi's  cleansed  after  infectious 
diseases,  cesspools  and  privies  full  and  overflowing,  drains 
not  trapped  or  blocked  and  overflowing,  sink  drains  not 
properly  trapped  and  overflowing,  defective  rain  water 
gutter,  want  of  ventilation  to  drains,  and  sewage  improperly 
deposited  on  the  land. 

Where  the  water  was  impure  in  wells,  the  Company’s 
was  laid  on  or  tube  w’ells  driven.  The  water  supply  in 
some  cases  was  cut  oft’ temporiiy  by  the  frost  bursting  the 
pipes.  Fish  oft’al  was  deposited  in  a  manure  heap,  causing 
a  serious  nuisance  when  removed.  x\  closed  vessel  to 
receive  the  oft’al  was  provided.  Also  accumulations  of 
manure  ;  manure  brought  from  London  by  tiucks  to  be 
carefully  removed  and  deodorised,  and  pigs  and  pigstyes 
kept  in  an  unclean  state,  and  want  of  efficient  drainage. 

On  the  9th  January,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence 
of  scai'let  fever,  I  recommended  the  postponement  of  the 
re-assembling  of  the  public  schools  for  a  time,  and  on  the 
27th  February  the  special  trained  nurse,  who  exclusively 
visited  the  scarlet  fever  cases,  was  liberated  to  return  to 
the  institution  she  was  engaged  from. 

On  the  27th  March,  Mr.  Watson  and  I  inspected 
tw'o  cottages  in  Thaaies  Street,  which  I  condemned  under 
the  “  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes’  Act.”  They  were 
subsequent!}"  put  into  habitable  repair  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council. 
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We  also  visited  tlie  I.od^rini^  House  iti  Londou 
Road,  which  was  coiideiruied  i.ist  year,  and  is  still  closed, 
nothing  having  been  done  to  leniedy  the  defects,  or  rather 
to  rebuild  the  place  ;  also  other  cottages  in  London  Road 
and  Mill  Mead. 


in  carefully  considering  the  special  forms  of  report 
suggested  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  1  have  in  the 
Annual  Reports  always  embodied  much  of  the  information 
suggested.  In  larger  Urban  Districts  with  a  dense 
population,  I  should  think  most  of  the  other  details  would 
be  more  available. 


1  have  now,  perhaps,  come  to  the  most  important 
item,  which  has  so  often  been  under  consideration.  There 
is  no  hospital  for  the  isolation  of  any  infectious  disease. 
1  can  only  suggest  fresh  evidence  of  its  necessity  by 
alluding  to  the  gieat  prevalence  of  such  diseases  this  year 
—  38  in  all.  Tlie  advantage  to' such  patients  being  treated 
by  skilled  nurses  in  a  building  properly  warmed,  ventilated, 
and  with  plenty  of  cubic  space  and  suitable  diet,  speaks  for 
itself.  Also  fixed  appliances  for  disinfecting  clothes  and 
bedding  by  best-known  means. 


During  the  month  of  January,  the  river  Thames  was 
in  a  state  of  flood,  being  4  feet  at  its  highest  on  the  23rd.
